Parker as quick as a flash
raiged up in his seat and with one blow
of his manacied hands, shattered the
gluss of the window of the car and was
ir the act of plunging through the
opening when he was seized by the den-
uties, overpowered and made secure
from any further attempts to 8scape.

ing the window, he was none too quick
for Deputy Harlow, who was sitting
